Assassin misses Korean 
chief; but kills wife 


SEOUL (AP) — President 
Chung Hee Park escaped an as­ 
sassinatio n attempt to day , but 
his wife was killed, a presiden­ 
tial spo kesman anno unced. 
He said she died after a near­ 
ly six -ho ur o peratio n at the 
Seo ul Natio nal Univ ersity ho s­ 
pital o f a g unsho t wo und she 
suffered during the assassina­ 
tio n attempt. 
The attempt to o k place as 
Park was making an Independ­ 
ence Day address. A man 
o pened fire, the president duck­ 
ed do wn behind the speaker’s 
desk and was no t hit, but his 
4 7 -y ear-o ld wife was hit in the 
head. 
Security g uards wo unded the 
g unman and arrested him. 
A 1 6 -y ear-o ld g irl cho ir sing er 
in the audience also was killed, 
po ssibly by po lice bullets. 
The g o v ernment said the g un 


man carried a Japanese pass­ 
po rt, and the Japanese Fo reig n 
Ministry said it was issued in 
the name o f Yukio Yo shii, 2 3 , 
o f Osaka. But Yo shii to ld a 
telev isio n interv iewer in Osaka: 
“ I am no t the g unman. I am in 
Japan. So mebo dy must hav e 
taken adv antag e o f my name.” 


Park was making an Inde­ 
pendence Day address to abo ut 
1,0 0 0 perso ns in the Natio nal 
Theater

o bserv e 
So uth 
Ko rea’s 2 9th anniv ersary . 


Witnesses said the man ran 
to ward the stag e and o pened 
fire fro m abo ut the third ro w. 
The g o v ernment statement said 
the man’s rev o lv er misfired, 
then he fired twice. One bullet 
struck the desk that pro tected 
Park. Ano ther hit Mrs. Park, 
who was sitting behind her hus­ 
band. 


The y o ung g irl was a mem­ 
ber o f a 2 0 0 -v o ice g irls’ cho ir 
that was to perfo rm fo r the cel­ 
ebratio n. She was sitting in the 
fro nt ro w. 
After Mrs. Park and the g irl 
were carried bleeding fro m the 
audito rium and the wo unded 
g unman was remo v ed, Park 
said: “ I will resume my state­ 
ment.” He talked fo r fiv e min­ 
utes, then the g irls’ cho ir sang 
fo r a few minutes. The presi­ 
dent receiv ed a standing o v a­ 
tio n as he left the theater fo r 
the univ ersity ho spital to be 
with his wife. 


Park, who is 56 , and his wife 
hav e a 1 4 -y ear-o ld so n and two 
daug hters, 2 2 and 2 0 . Mrs. Park 
is a fo rmer scho o lteacher. 
The sho o ting was the first 
kno wn direct attempt o n Park’s 
life. He became president in a 


blo o dless co up in May 196 1, but 
o ppo sitio n has g ro wn as his 
rule

itarian. 


Late in 197 2 , Park amended 
the co nstitutio n to g iv e himself 
v irtually unlimited po wers and 
permitting him to stay in o ffice 
indefinitely , when demo nstra­ 
tio ns demanding a return to de­ 
mo cracy mushro o med last win­ 
ter, he banned all antig o v ­ 
ernment activ ities and made 
them punishable by death o r 
priso n terms. 


Military co urts hav e co n­ 
v icted 135 o ppo nents o f the g o v ­ 
ernment this y ear and sen­ 
tenced mo st o f them to priso n. 
So me death sentences hav e 
been handed o ut, but sev eral 
were co mmuted to life impris­ 
o nment and no ne o f the o thers 
hav e been ex ecuted. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fo r­ 
mer President Richard M. Nix ­ 
o n was subpo enaed to day to ap­ 
pear as a witness fo r Jo hn D. 
Ehrlichman in the Waterg ate 
co v er-up trial. 
It was the first leg al actio n 
inv o lv ing Nix o n since he be­ 
came a priv ate citizen. 
The subpo ena was presented 
to U.S. District Co urt and was 
sig ned by Andrew C. Hall, Eh- 
rlichman’s lawy er. 
It has no t y et been serv ed o n 
the fo rmer president, who co uld 
send his lawy ers to co urt to ask 
that the subpo ena be dismissed. 
The subpo ena said: 
‘‘Yo u are co mmanded to ap­ 
pear in U.S. District Co urt fo r 
the District o f Co lumbia ... o n 
the 9th day o f September, 197 4, 
at 9:3 0 a.m. to testify o n behalf 
o f Jo hn D. Ehrlichman ... and 
to remain until called.” 
It was addressed to Nix o n at 
the “ Presidential co mpo und. 
San Clemente, Calif.,” where 
the fo rmer president has been 
since resig ning his o ffice last 
Friday . 
A U.S. marshal will deliv er 
the subpo ena to the co mpo und 
after it is sent to Califo rnia 
fro m Washing to n, a lawy er in 
the case said. 
The federal g rand jury that 
indicted Ehrlichman, Nix o n’s 
fo rmer do mestic co unselo r, and 
six o ther fo rmer White Ho use 
and po litical aides, also named 
Nix o n himself as an unindicted 
co -co nspirato r in the co v er-up. 
There had been repeated sub­ 
po enas fo r Nix o n’s 
reco rds 
while he serv ed in the White 
Ho use. Circumstances are dif­ 
ferent no w because he no lo ng ­ 
er has the pro tectio n o f the o f­ 


fice as g ro unds fo r resisting 
such a call. 
The co v er-up g rand jury has 
been meeting in recent weeks, 
and a big questio n is whether it 
will indict Nix o n no w that he is 
no lo ng er president. 
Spo kesmen fo r the Waterg ate 
special pro secutio n fo rce say no 
decisio n has been made o n 
whether to seek an indictment, 
and that no actio n is ex pected 
in the near future.

Any party in a lawsuit may 
issue subpo enas fo r witnesses 
witho ut prio r co urt appro v al. 
Ho wev er, the recipient may ask 
the co urt to dismiss a subpo ena 
later.

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Impeachment 
should proceed

This nation will probably never 
witness the removal of a President 
through the formal, full-scale im­ 
peachment process. It is not that the 
relevant clauses in the Constitution 
are dead letters or that this ultimate 
sanction adhering to Congress is 
nothing more than a scabbard with­ 
out a sword. 
Far from it. It was the very cer­ 
tainty of his impeachment by the 
House of Representatives and his 
conviction by the Senate that finally 
persuaded Richard Nix on that the 
last stone in the wall had crumbled 
leaving him no recourse but to re­ 
sign. If his case sets any precedent, 
it is the validity and efficacy of this 
abbreviated form of impeachment. 
Even those who had most strong­ 
ly opposed the idea of resignation as 
long as there remained any doubt 
about the President’s guilt under the 
indictments that had been brought 
against him— and they included 
many of his opponents as well as his 
supporters— recognize that resigna­ 
tion was the obvious solution when 
the President at last produced the 
“smoking gun” of his complicity in 
the Watergate coverup in the form of 
transcripts of conversations held 
with his former chief of staff, H. R. 
Haldeman, just six day s after the 
break-in. 
Since the primary purpose of a 
trial in the Senate would have been 
to establish just such guilt, this final 
Watergate bomb rendered the trial 
superfluous. 
Yet Mr. Nix on’s formal trial 
would have served another and no 
less essential purpose, and that 
would have been to place on the pub­ 
lic record the full and complete story 
of his betray al of his oath of office. 
Thus it is imperative that Congress 
proceed with a proforma impeach­ 
ment to the ex tent of making public 
all the evidence that would have 
been introduced had Mr. Nix on gone 
to trial, lest the notion gain currency 
that he was unfairly hounded out of 
office for political reasons and lest a 
cult of marty rdom grow up around 
him. 
President Ford himself gave this 
notion a great deal of momentum by 
his ex tremely unfortunate state­ 


ment that Mr. Nix on “made one of 
the greatest personal sacrifices for 
the country ’’ by resigning. 
Perhaps we can be thankful that 
Mr. Nix on did not ex press his regret 
at having only one presidency to 
give for his country , but his televised 
departure from the White House 
amid the applause of the ex ecutive 
staff and cabinet members, walking 
on a red carpet to a waiting helicop­ 
ter, standing in the doorway giving 
the V-for-victory sign, as if about to 
ascend to Valhalla, said as much. 
It is also imperative that Ameri­ 
cans once and for all cease identify ­ 
ing the man with the office. In this 
regard, it is not without significance 
that Mr. Nix on’s most loy al support­ 
er outside his own family , Rabbi Ba­ 
ruch Korff, called his anti-impeach­ 
ment organization “National Citi­ 
zens Committee for Fairness to the 
Presidency .’’ 
Not the “President” but the 
“Presidency .” Indeed, Korff main­ 
tained that the two were one and the 
same. 
This was more than just non­ 
sense, it is dangerous nonsense. It 
was precisely this kind of thinking 
that led the otherwise intelligent and 
decent men who served under Rich­ 
ard Nix on to carry out the illegal ac­ 
tivities that brought dishonor upon 
the White House. 
The fact is that it was those who 
doggedly and courageously ex posed 
the complex web of wrongdoing spun 
by this President and his subordi­ 
nates who did, in the truest sense, 
defend the American Presidency . 
Finally , it is imperative that no 
American be unaware that Richard 
Nix on broke the law, that he broke a 
number of laws, that he broke them 
both in letter and in spirit, that he 
compounded his felonies by at­ 
tempting to use his high office to im­ 
pede lawful investigations by the 
FBI and committees of Congress 
and that for month after month he 
deceived the Congress, the Ameri­ 
can people and even his own law­ 
y ers. 
Until all the facts proving this are 
laid out plainly for the American 
people to see for themselves, the 
“impeachment” of Richard M. Nix ­ 
on will remain an unfinished story .

As a property tax pay er in Dix on 
who voted for the referendum, I 
would like to respond to y our article 
about negotiations in the public 
schools.

Another consideration is that 
tax es have been raised because a 
majority of the people were told be 
fore the referendum that the schools 
were also affected by increased cost 
of living ex penses and this majority 
believed it. Therefore, if the cost of 
living has risen 11.1 per cent as re­ 
port« ! to me by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics two day s ago on a nation­ 
wide scale (not Chicago which is 
higher), then this is reflected in 
school board ex penses for materials, 
equipment, fuel, and so forth. They 
may bid on some of these items but 
as y ou know prices rise in the pri­ 
vate sector regardless of how much 
shopping one may do. And I doubt

that y ou would care to do without 
these necessities. 
A major ex pense in the school 
budget is the salaries of the staff 
who carry on the educational proc­ 
ess. Was the $15 0,000 which y ou 
mentioned, an increase of 11.1 per 
cent in the school board’s budget for 
salaries? If not, they were ignoring 
the fact that school employ es live in 
the same world as the rest of us, and 
are entitled to keeping up with the 
cost of living as each of us hopes to 
do. 


A cost of living increase on the 
base salary for teachers will pay 
nex t y ear’s starting teacher the 
same amount in dollar buy ing power 
as was paid to last y ear’s. Or are we 
to assume that new teachers who 
have sunk from $8 ,000-110,000 dollars 
into their education to teach our 
children are not entitled to the same 
buy ing power, and in effect are 
worth a bit less, than last y ear’s 
teachers? 
Thus, I ask that we allow them to 
carry on their business. Their con­ 
tract ties them to a gag rule of secret 
sessions. Public disclosure may only 
serve to hamper the progress al­ 
ready made at the bargaining ta­ 
ble— unless, y ou would wish for us 
(the public) to force them to settle 
for other than either party intends?

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Inter-Arab 
policies \ 
in tangles 


CAIRO (LENS)— President An­ 
war Sadat’s efforts to mediate be­ 
tween King Hussein of Jordan and 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion have gone sour. 
The communique issued after 
King Hussein’s visit to Egy pt stated 
that the PLO was the legitimate rep­ 
resentative of the Palestinians “ex ­ 
cept the Palestinians residing in the 
Hashemite kingdom of Jordan.” It 
did not specify that this applied ex ­ 
clusively to the East Bank and not to 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank. 
The result has been a sudden, and 
possibly decisive, shift in Palestin­ 
ian policy toward the whole peace­ 
making process. 
The Palestinians believe that 
Sadat has deceived them on two 
counts: the status of the PLO and the 
future of the West Bank. A few 
weeks ago the Egy ptian president 
assured the PLO’s newly elected ex ­ 
ecutive committee that his attempts 
to arrange a compromise with King 
Hussein would not affect its position 
as sole Palestinian representative or 
envisage any return of Hashemite 
rule to West Bank areas relin­ 
quished by Israel. 
But the Palestinians claim that 
Sadat, in his private discussions 
with King Hussein, agreed that a 
disengagement agreement should be 
negotiated as quickly as possible be­ 
tween Israel and Jordan— and that 
Jordanian control should be reim­ 
posed on such West Bank areas as 
Israel withdraws from. 
They are unimpressed by Presi­ 
dent Sadat’s subsequent ex planation 
that the king should have “only tem­ 
porary custody ” over the West 
Bank. 
The PLO’s quick response to the 
communique was that it would not 
now attend the planned meeting with 
Egy pt, Sy ria and Jordan. Egy pt and 
Jordan reacted to this by say ing that 
if there is to be no preliminary meet­ 
ing to sort out the differences be­ 
tween Jordan and the PLO, then the 
full Arab summit scheduled for Sept. 
3 would have to be postponed. 
This, in turn, caused a fresh 
wrangle among the participants, 
with about eight Arab governments 
favoring a postponement and four, 
including the PLO, opposing it. 
Then, if the Arab summit is post­ 
poned, it is very likely that the Arab- 
Israeli Geneva peace conference 
(which has been vaguely scheduled 
for January ) will be put back too. 
The PLO’s present position is 
that it will not consider going to Ge­ 
neva unless the Sadat-Hussein com­ 
munique is w ithdraw n— which 
would take some doing. 
Whatever now happens, Yasser 
Arafat’s policy of working with and 
through Egy pt has been jeopar­ 
dized. This, in itself, enables the 
more militant guerrilla groups to 
make the running. 
The PLO is once more consid­ 
ering the formation of a govern­ 
ment-in-ex ile and Arafat went to 
Moscow to seek Soviet recognition 
and support which, it is believed, 
will be forthcoming in full measure. 
But it will not make up for Egy pt’s 
defection. With every one working at 
cross-purposes, in ter-Arab politics 
have seldom been in such a tangle.

Can President Ford 
attract able aides?

WASHINGTON (NEA)— What­ 
ever his other strengths, a President 
of the United States can govern suc­ 
cessfully only if he has the ability to 
pick outstanding men— for White 
House advisers, cabinet secretaries 
and the associated top echelons of 
government. 


Despite some brilliant ex cep­ 
tions, an inability to pick men was 
Mr. Nix on’s major failure. 
We know from the record that 
Gerald Ford handles men well. But 
never in his long and active political 
career has Ford been in a position 
where he had to choose and then 
manage those men most suitable for 
operating a major agency , a state or 
a city . He has never been a gover­ 
nor, may or or chairman of a county 
board of supervisors. 
We know that Ford attracts 
friends easily and builds loy alties. 
We know that able Republicans like 
Sen. Robert Griffin of Michigan and 
former Sen. Charles Goodell of New 
York managed Ford’s successful 
campaign for minority leadership of 
the House in 1965 . We know Ford and 
former Defense Secretary Melvin 
Laird have worked closely together 
for y ears, that a brilliant former 
Democratic representative, 
John 
Marsh of Virginia, works in his of­ 
fice and that an outstanding former 
undersecretary of the Army , Ken 
BeLieu, worked as a volunteer in 


Ford’s vice-presidential setup for a 
spell. It is also clear that Ford is 
close to the ex ceedingly able Bry ce 
Harlow, who won acclaim under 
Presidents Eisenhower and Nix on 
for his relationships with Congress. 
But it is also clear that Ford has 
attached to himself at one time or 
another a coterie of mediocre men— 
not bad, or conniving, or arrogant 
men, but men of insufficient ability 
for high or sensitive advisory or ad­ 
ministrative posts. 


An analy sis of Ford’s vice-presi­ 
dential staff in the Wall Street Jour­ 
nal editorialized that as a group, 
that staff was “loy al, hardworking, 
serious, self-effacing and not espe­ 
cially noted for brilliance.” 
“Mr. Ford’s main problem with 
his staff is much more likely to be 
mediocrity than lawlessness,” the 
Journal article continued, quoting 
an unnamed congressional staff 
man as say ing “I’ve alway s been 
surprised at the low quality of the 
men working for Ford.” 
A very real part of Ford’s task 
must be to draw into his administra­ 
tion numbers of the able men forced 
out of the government during the 
Nix on presidency and those equally 
qualified ones who were reluctant to 
accept the offices offered. These are 
men and women who quit and moved 
into private life or who were shifted 
into glittering posts outside the 
mainstream of important decisions. 


They also are men and women 
ability who, because of their suspi­ 
cions of Haldeman, Ehrlichmaij, 
Dean and company , refused influen­ 
tial White House and Departmental 
jobs, choosing to remain in obscurity 
during the past few y ears. Numbers 
of these men and women were 
turned off by the manner in which 
the top White House staff jealously 
guarded access to Mr. Nix on, a trap 
which could kill the ability of any 
President to attract outstanding as­ 
sociates.

This reporter has in the past se¥ - 
eral months been in contact with fir­ 
mer White House and department 
officials scattered from California to 
New England. These men tell rne 
that they and others have set for 
themselves a sort of holding opera­ 
tion. They have taken temporary 
posts with private organizations 
with the understanding that they are 
free, if opportunity offers, to detach 
themselves at a moment’s notice 
and move back into Washington pol­ 
itics for some Republican adminis­ 
tration which showed promise. The^ 
were not about to come back, they 
said, so long as any remnants of the 
Haldeman-Ehrlichman-Dean group 
remained. Numbers doubted they 
would consider coming back to any 
Nix on adm inistration, however 
cleaned out. 
But most would consider favor­ 
ably an aopportunity to serve in a 
Gerald Ford administration. 
Pessimism over food supplies

WASHINGTON (NEA)— The 
world’s weather map this early 
summer, looks fair which is to say 
foul. The monsoons are late on the 
Asian subcontinent, usual rain is not 
falling in northern Mex ico and the 
skies over Tex as are clear as a m ir­ 
ror. Some climatologists are fore­ 
casting drought, disaster and global 
disruption. 
As if the planet did not have 
enough woes, something is appar­ 
ently amiss in the heavens. A think- 
group including weathermen and 
political scientists meeting in Eur­ 
ope in May said people can no longer 
take a benevolent climate for grant­ 
ed; their conclusion was the climate 
is changing and severe conse­ 
quences may be the result. 
One of the consequences: crop 
loss and famine. 
Another: food wars between the 
“haves” and “have nots.” 


The predictions may come as a 
surprise to Americans concerned 
not with the avilability of food but 
only its cost. True, there has been 
some news about starvation in Afri­ 
ca’s sub-Sahara, and occasionally a 
reference to the fact that half the 
world is already undernourished. 
But real worry ? The U.S. govern­ 
ment will have none of it; on the con­ 
trary , Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz encourages citizens to gorge 
themselves on beef so growers will 
prosper. 
And as for the climate change 
that might set off the distant catas­ 
trophes, 
the government seems 
equally disinterested. A spokesman 
for the National Weather Service ad­ 
mits it has not rained in much of the 
Tex as wheat plains since the spring 
of 1973 and that the weather has been 
“mucked up a bit” all over the plan­ 
et lately , but can make no further 
comment on any thing but tomor­ 


row’s routine forecast. 
We are left, therefore, with only 
the warnings of those generally re­ 
garded as doomsay ers— Reid By r* 
son of the University of Wisconsin, 
for one. He is the chairman of that 
institution’s environmental studies; 
and is blunt as a cannon ball: “The 
weather is changing significantly . It 
is becoming more unstable and diffi* 
cult to predict. I hope I’m wrong but 
I believe it may lead to mass starva­ 
tion. We’ll still be able to eat here in 
America, I suppose, but I don’t be^ 
lieve we can feed the rest of the 
world.” 
By rson is not talking about 
to-: 
morrow. He’s pessimistic about 
now. “The question is, how will the? 
world eat nex t y ear?” If something 
isn’t done, he suggests that United 
Nations estimates of 400 million peo­ 
ple facing starvation may develop 
into something more horrible than 
figures: “Millions are going to die.’^

N EW YO RK (A P) - U.S. 
capital markets usually operate 
smoothly, the result in part of 
federal regulations that assign 
to various customers a portion 
of the market and keep the big 
from submerging the small.

rates would be a lot higher 
than the 9.5 per cent average

But now, and in spite of the 
regulations, the elephants and 
the mice find themselves in the 
same playground. 
The most obvious technique 
for getting around the regu­ 
lations is to offer notes at a 
high rate of interest and in 
small denominations. Citicorp, 
parent of the First National 
City Bank, was the first to an­ 
nounce such plans, but many 
other corporations might fol­ 
low. 
This capital-raising device 
has never been used before, 
and thus is free of regulations, 
despite efforts by the thrift in­ 
stitutions to have the Federal 
Reserve Board and the Secu­ 
rities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion clamp down. 
Heretofore, the big corpo­ 
rations have never so openly 
sought the type of funds they 
are now after, the savings of 
the “ small people,’’ the savings 
that once were routinely depos­ 
ited in passbook accounts. 
But corporations aren’t the 
only one’s after those funds. 
Uncle Sam is in the market too, 
offering 9 per cent this week to 
individuals willing to put up a 
minimum of $1,000 and leave it 
with him for 33 months. 


of course, is said 
to be inflation; it produces a 
survival fight among those who 
need 
money. 
There 
simply 
aren’t sufficient funds to satisfy 
all the needs of those caught in 
the inflationary spiral. 
The Fed could remedy this 
by increasing the money sup­ 
ply, but it fears that in so doing 
it will only encourage more of 
the same in a never-ending 
flight to economic destruction. 
And so it has imposed a limit. 
That means a new method of 
allocating credit must be devel­ 
oped or else the most powerful 
borrow — or at least the one 
willing to offer the highest rate 
for money — will survive at the 
expense of the weak.

CASE B-f 16: Alan S., aged 28, 
teaches political science. 
“ Dr. Crane,” he asked, 
“ don’t you think that Watergate 
may have been headlined too 
long? 
“ Will it be such a guarantee 
of a smashing Democratic vic­ 
tory in November as some 
people have claimed? 
“ For in a survey of the 162 
students in my various classes. 
138 reported that their parents 
were nauseated by the very 
word Watergate in a front page 
headline. 
“ Yet over half of my students 


come from homes where the 
parents are registered as 
Democrats. 
“ So isn’t it possible to ‘over­ 
kill,’ as it were, and change a 
potential political asset into a 
liability?” 
Emotional Recoil 
Dr. Raymond Dodge, former 
president of the American 
Psychological Association, was 
one of my graduate school pro­ 
fessors while I attended Yale. 
And he stressed what he 
termed “ emotional recoil.” 
This often results from what 
Prof. Alan calls “ overkill.” 
For we human beings can be- 


come nauseated even by good 
things if they are forced upon us 
too long. 
You Bible scholars will thus 
remember that the Hebrews 
criticized 
Moses 
because 
they lacked food. 
So Moses said God would feed 
them 
with 
Manna, 
which 
proved true. 
But it wasn’t long till they be­ 
came “ fed up” with Manna and 
bemoaned the fact they weren’t 
back in slavery in Egypt, for 
they said then they enjoyed the 
fleshpots of Egypt. 
When they threatened to 
mutiny against Moses, he be­ 


sought God, who informed 
Moses that the people’s com­ 
plaint had been duly recorded 
and God was sending them 
flocks of quails. 
But God also told Moses to 
warn the people that they’d 
ultimately be so nauseated by a 
heavy meat diet that it would 
come out of their noses! 
Which proved true. 
For emotional recoil occurs 
regarding print and TV menus 
as well as the dinner table va­ 
riety. 
Even the modern “ anti­ 
establishment” attitude on the 
part of many youth, is but a 


form of recoil against dicta­ 
torial parents who forced 
conservative business doc­ 
trines upon them so steadily 
that they revolted. 
On college campuses, too, we 
often find that the worst hel­ 
lions, who sneak cases of beer 
into dormitories and flaunt 
moral regulations, are the sons 
of strict clergymen who em­ 
ployed “ overkill” in their 
preaching about temperance. 
One reason for the popularity 
of 
“ m iddle-of-the-road” 
political candidates, in contrast 
to the extremists on the right as 
well as the left, is this recoil to 


“ overkill.” 
During this period of severe 
newsprint shortages, it might 
thus have been better journalis­ 
tic 
“horse sense” to have 
buried the Washington stories 
on inside pages, especially 
after the first “ shock” reaction 
of the initial front page head­ 
lined scoops. 
For a scoop is only at its 100 
per cent peak the first day; 
then drops rapidly to a much 
lower reader interest score 
than such advice features as 
this “ Worry Clinic.” 
In fact, my cases dealing with 
stodgy wives who fail to serve’ 


delectable boudoir cheesecake, 
would have rated far greater 
readership than Watergate Je- 
hash, if run side by side with the 
latter on Page One!

Quie t s tability for 
U.S. Justice De pt 


Today 's his tory 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Pres­ 
ident Ford is promising quiet 
stability for a Justice Depart­ 
ment beset for three years with 
scandal and upheaval. 
Ford has asked Atty. Gen. 
W illiam B. Saxbe to continue in 
office and the two agreed that 
the department must operate 
with freedom from political 
pressures. 
Ford seems likely to lean 
heavily on Saxbe, Deputy Atty. 
Gen. Laurence Silberman and 
other Justice Department offi­ 
cials for his administration’s 
crime-fighting strategy as he 
devotes his greatest attention to 
economic policy. 
Saxbe told reporters after 
meeting with Ford on Tuesday 
that he expects no significant 
changes in departmental policy 
in the new administration. 
He said Ford volunteered the 


promise “ that he’s not going to 
interfere in any manner—nor 
any of his people—with the or­ 
derly law enforcement and liti­ 
gating activities of the Justice 
Department.” 
Saxbe said he told the Presi­ 
dent at a Cabinet meeting Sat­ 
urday that “ I felt that over the 
last several administrations, 
there has been a growing in­ 
clination for the Department of 
Justice to become involved in 
politics and that I felt it was 
not desirable.” 
Ford agreed, Saxbe said. 
Saxbe was nominated by Nix­ 
on and sworn in last January. 
He succeeded Elliot L. Rich­ 
ardson who, in his five months 
of office, presided over the 
prosecution of a vice president 
and acted as an uncomfortable 
mediator in the Watergate in­ 
vestigation of a president. 


Richardson followed two Nix­ 
on attorneys general stained by 
the administration scandals— 
Richard G. Kleindienst, who 
pleaded guilty to a criminal 
charge based on his failure to 
tell a Senate committee about 
Nixon’s role in the ITT case, 
and John N. Mitchell, under in­ 
dictment for his role in the W a­ 
tergate cover-up. 


With the Watergate investiga­ 
tion firm ly in the hands of spe­ 
cial prosecutor Leon Jaworski, 
Saxbe is turning the depart­ 
ment’s attention to nuts-and- 
bolts issues. 
These were among the issues 
Saxbe said he laid out to Ford: 
—Pending legislation requir­ 
ing greater government efforts 
to provide documents requested 
under the Freedom of Informa­ 
tion Act.

j* Kennedy’s campaign treasur­ 
er, Clifford J. Shaw, said in a 
telephone interview that a two- 
year delay in filing required re­ 
ports had been caused by mis­ 
interpretation of the federal 
campaign finance law. Shaw 
added that full disclosure had 
bflen made in reports filed on 
tjie state level. 
Shaw said the Massachusetts 
Democrat had ended his 1970 
Senate race owing about $40,000 
for telephone bills and other ex­ 
penses. The debts were paid by 
borrowing money from a few 
friends. 
Kennedy 
delayed 
raising 
money to pay off the borrow­ 
ings so as not to create the im ­ 
pression that he was preparing 
for a presidential campaign, 
Shaw said. 
Finally, after a fam ily crisis 
caused by his son’s loss of a leg 
to bone cancer last year, Ken­ 
nedy said “ Let’s get this thing 
off our necks,” Shaw recalled. 
According to the Senate re­ 
port, filed last Friday, Kennedy 
raised some $38,000 at a lavish 
dinner party held at his home 
in McLean, Va., Feb. 4. 
Most of the guests were well- 
to-do Massachusetts residents. 
The affair featured limousine 
service, a heated tent, an or-

The report said the proceeds

$9,964 to Gerard Doherty, a 
Boston lawyer and close Kenne­ 
dy associate, and $9,789 to a 
person identified only as H. 
Hoffman of Boston, another 
Kennedy friend. 
Shaw said he recalled paying 
off a fourth debt, to an un­ 
named doctor, but the report 
made no mention of this. 
Several 
thousands 
dollars 
also were spent to pay the ex­ 
penses of the dinner and mis­ 
cellaneous other expenses, the 
report said. 
It said the Kennedy cam ­ 
paign committee had $2,000 
cash on hand as of May 31, and 
still owed $10,021 to John T. 
Campbell, president of radio 
station 
W P LM , 
Plym outh, 
Mass. 
Under a law that took effect 
April 7,1972, the Kennedy com­ 
mittee was required to file a 
registration statement and peri­ 
odic finance reports starting 
more than two years ago.

And that means trou ble, too. 
Wha t’s it like when Gene Upshaw, 
the pla y er representativ e of the Oak ­ 
la nd Ra iders a nd a 
strik e leader, lines 
up o n the shou lder of Jim Otto, the cen­ 
ter who disregarded the association and 
cro ssed picket lines? Or when Art Shell, 
the big ta ckle, another strong strik e 
suppo rter, has to ho ld off a snarling de­ 
fensiv e end who wants to mau l Ken Sta­ 
bler, the q u arterback who flou ted 
Shell’s principles by reporting early to 
the Ra iders? 
These are not problems u niq u e to the 
Oa kla nd team. The erosion of play er 
su pport for the strik e created clefts in 
almost all the National Football Leagu e 
clubs. 
“It’s ju st dev astated some team s,” 
a sserted Bill Cu rry , the president of the 
a sso cia tio n, 
who had his own hopes of 
pla y ing center again for the Hou ston 
Oilers. 
I believ e the owners of the NFL real­ 
ized the strik e was an ex cellent chance 
to brea k u p the Play ers Association as 
a n effectiv e labor adv ersary . 
They coerced the play ers economi­ 
cally to split from the u nion by offering 
them ex tra money to report before the 
strik e terminated and pressu red them 


by threatening their job secu rity . These 
are m atters which the NFLPA has al­ 
ready filed with the National Labor Re­ 
lations Board 
“ M anagem ent,” claim ed Cu rry , 
“offered indu cements for the v eterans 
to report. A copy of one play er contract 
we hav e shows this to be tru e.” 
Withou t ju dging the merits of the is­ 
su es on either side, I was startled by the 
desertion of so many play es to their 
stated cau se. If y ou 're going to v est 
y ou r interests in a play ers committee, 
democratically chosen, and an ex ecu ­ 
tiv e director (Ed Garv ey ) to lay down 
gu ide lines, and v ote them the power to 
strik e if necessary , then one wou ld ex ­ 
pect loy alty to the u nion. 


“Bu t,” argu ed one owner, “what 
k ind of u nion is it when all these gu v s do 
their own indiv idu al bargaining as 
play ers?” 
The same k ind of u nion, I answer, as 
the Screen Actors Gu ild, and it’s diffi­ 
cu lt for me to v isu alize Pau l Newman 
or Stev e McQu een or Du stin Hu ffman 
say ing, “The hell with ev ery body else— 
I’v e got to look after my self— it’s time 
to get back to acting.” There’d be some 
heads bu sted crossing the pick et lines. 
The fact is that Garv ey and Cu rry 
and the other play er representativ es 
didn’t accu rately assess the depth of 
feeling, or lack of same, by their con- 
c t j f f o r n protracted strik e. 


“ You find ou t who y ou r friends are,” 
admitted Bill, “or as Tom Keating (an 
other strik e leader) say s. ‘It su re does 
cu t down on the Christmas card list.’ It 
has separated acq u aintances 
from 
friends. I find now that people had 
made decisions on an economic rather 
than philosophically honest basis.” 
In the process they ’v e drastically 
weak ened the stru ctu re of their organi­ 
zation as a bargaining agent against the 
owners. 


“We had 350 play ers to walk a pick et 
line for the first time in their liv es,” a r­ 
gu ed Cu rry . Bu t they acted em bar­ 
rassed abou t the procedu re, as if the 
idea of being an orthodox u nion man 
was a jolt to indiv idu al dignity . 


Some of that was du e to the widely 
pu blicized apathy of fans for their 
cau se, and some of it was du e to the im­ 
age of the strik er as a spoiled brat who 
made $100,000 a y ear and drov e u p to 
the pick et line in his Cadillac. 
TTie play ers got the hell beat ou t of 
them in pu blic relations by the high- 
powered propaganda machine of the 
NFL. It’s a fact that the av erage play er 
in these inflated times has the same 
worries as the gu y on the block becau se 
an av erage salary of $25-30,000 ov er an 
av erage career span of 4.5 y ears isn’t 
going to set any body u p for life. 
I heard of v ery few, if any , of the 
$100,000 breed ou t on the pick et line. 


It’s also a fact that the freedom is­ 
su es propou nded by the play ers, wheth­ 
er or not y ou bu y them as applicable to 
professional sports, had their basis in 
the Bill of Rights amendments to the 
Constitu tion. I think the tru cu lent, stri­ 
dent methods of Garv ey , who cou ld 
tak e a cou rse in pu blic relations, obfu s­ 
cated the cau se of his organization. 


Bu t Cu rry did point ou t, ‘The insinu ­ 
a te by the owners that Ed Garv ey can 
du pe thirteen hu ndred fellows is ridicu ­ 
lou s.” 
Finally , the most v apid argu ment 
interjected into the strik e was the 
“v ested” interest of the fans and the il­ 
logical assu mption that the play ers 
were forfeiting their moral obligation to 
the people who paid the load. Baloney . 
No one twists a gu y ’s arm to bu y a foot­ 
ball tick et. And once he does bu y that 
tick et, the obligation is on management 
to pu t the best possible produ ct on the 
field, not rook ie rink y -dink s. If I paid 
$12 to see a Broadway show, I wou ldn’t 
sit still at cu rtain time for a cast of 
am ateu rs becau se the pros were on 
strik e. 
The ex hibitions I saw the first cou ple 
of week s were du ll and boring and not 
worth the time of a free press pass. 
At this moment, ev en when the em­ 
battled play ers do get together, among 
themselv es and with management, I’m 
not su re it’s going to get any better.

Relentless rise in cost of buying home 
JCP©nney 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
cost of buying a home, particu­ 
larly the crucial cost of borrow­ 
ing money, is pushing upward 
relentlessly. 
Rising 
interest 
rates 
for 
home buyers were reflected 
Tuesday in the government’s 
decision to raise the maximum 
allowable rate on federally in­ 
sured home loans to a record 
9.5 per cent. 
The rate had been 9 per cent 
for just more than two months. 
The increase was twice the 
government’s usual quarter of 
a percentage point adjustment. 
Meanwhile, the Senate Tues­ 
day approved a compromise 
$11.3 billion housing and com­ 
munity development bill that, 
among other things, authorizes 
$8.6 billion in block grants for 
urban renewal, model cities, 
open spaces and other commu­ 
nity 
development 
programs 
over the next three years. 
The bill also increases from 
$45,000 to $55,000 the maximum 
amount of mortgage loans that 
federally chartered savings and 
loan associations can approve. 


It also increases the ceilings 
for FHA-insured and VA-guar- 
anteed loans on single-family 
homes from $33,000 to $45,000. 
The government’s decision on 
the higher interest rate follow­ 
ed two other government re­ 
ports detailing record interest 
rates. 
The first showed that the ef­ 
fective rate on conventional 
loans—those not insured by the 
government—increased to 8.97 
per cent for new homes in July 
and 9 per cent for previously 
occupied homes. 
The

interest 
rates. 


higher prices and more restric­ 
tive terms mean the average 
cost of buying a new home has 
increased from a purchase 
price of $36,700 with $8,400 
down and payments of $200 a 
month in March 1973, when the 
current surge started, to an av­ 
erage price of $40,700 with $10,- 
500 down and $241 a month in 
July. 
The second report indicated 
interest rates would continue to 
rise for home buyers, probably 
to 10 per cent or so over the 
next four months. 
The shape of things to come 


was in the results of the auc­ 
tion of home loan commitments 
reported by the government’s 
Federal National Mortgage As­ 
sociation. 
The FNMA, known as Fannie 
Mae, commits itself period­ 
ically to buying a certain num­ 
ber of mortgages over the next 
four months, selecting from 
among the lenders who offer 
the best return. 
Fannie Mae said the latest 


auction produced an average 
yield of just over 10 per cent 
for loans insured by the Feder­ 
al Housing Administration and 
Veteran’s Administration. The 
average rates for conventional 
loans was about the same. 
And at 10 per cent, that 
means FHA-VA home buyers 
and sellers would have to pay 
about 7.5 “ points” to make up 
the difference between the 9 
per cent in their loan agree­ 


ment and the 10 per cent return 
the lender probably would be 
demanding. 
In cold cash, the buyer would 
have had to pay his maximum 
permissible one point, or $300 
on a $30,000 loan, and the seller 
would have to forfeit 6.5 points. 
The 9.5 per cent rate would 
still leave the buyer open for 
the same $300 surcharge and 
extract about $940 from the 
seller.

D EAR DR. LA M B- I have 
been told by other people that 
the daily intake of vitamin C 
pills and other vitamin pills will 
cause a person s appetite to in­ 
crease or cause that person to 
gain weight. Is this statement 
true? 
DEAR REA D ER— Vitamins 
do not contain calories. There is 
no way they could increase 
your appetite unless you were 
deficient in vitamins and taking 
them improved your health and 
hence your appetite. I think you 
will have to look for something 
more substantial as a cause for 
weight gain and that something 
is usually calories. 
D EAR DR. LA M B- My hus­ 
band woke up one morning with 
a badly swollen leg. No pain at 
all. After 10 days he saw a doc­ 
tor. He was not our regular doc­ 
tor, and he thought he had a 


heart condition. He gave him 
some pills for this. Our regular 
doctor came back and he put 
him in the hospital where his 
leg was elevated and hot packs 
applied. He spent four days in 
the hospital and his leg was still 
swollen. The doctor stopped the 
heart pills as his tests showed 
him to be in excellent health 
and with no heart problems. 
We moved to Florida and our 
new doctor looked over both re­ 
ports. He is puzzled by the 
swelling, too. His ankle and foot 
are still swollen, but the swell­ 
ing has gone down in his leg. He 
has been wearing an elastic 
stocking as recommended but 
feels that it is cutting off the 
circulation as it is too tight at 
the top. The doctor suggested 
that he might have a circulation 
problem but said he didn’t 
know. I ’d appreciate your 
thoughts about this.

DEAR REA D ER— It is true 
that some heart problems 
cause swelling of the feet, but 
it is swelling of both feet or both 
legs and not marked swelling of 
just one. Swelling of just one leg 
usually means failure of the 
veins to 
as can occur 
a deep vein inside the leg. I 
would guess that is what your 
own doctor thought when he 
elevated the leg and used hot 
packs. 
The lymph system in the leg 
can also be obstructed. Not 
many people realize there is 
still another circulation besides 
the blood circulation. We have 
an 
extensive 
network 
of 
“ lymph channels” throughout 
the body that circulates that 
clear fluid that sometimes 
seeps out of a wound. The 
lymph channels are all con­ 
nected to all those lymph glands 


in the body and eventually 
empty the lymph into the circu­ 
lation near the heart. When it is 
obstructed it can cause swell­ 
ing. 
Then, there is the possibility 
of an inflammation, but there 
should be some physical evi­ 
dence if that were the case. 
The mystery is, what is ob­ 
structing the flow of lymph or 
the normal drainage of the veins 
in that leg? That could be a lot 
of different things. 
Happily though, it sounds like 
your husband is getting well. 
The foot and ankle stay swollen 
longest because they are liter­ 
ally the bottom of the bucket, 
and that is where the fluid col­ 
lects. As the swelling diminish­ 
es, there may be less need for 
elastic support at the top of the 
stocking. And, you should tell 
your husband’s doctor that the 
stocking is too tight at the top.
